Nobody’s 

baby 

One of the ironies of the current 
attempts to cut university spending 
which has already hcen remarked 
upon is that a forward-looking 
course such as Science and Society, 
set up and run by Professor Tom 
Stonier at Bradford, looks like being 
one of the first for the chop. 

Stonier himself, who trained as a 
biologist and then became economist 
and futurologist, preaching the like- 
ly preeminence of education in a 
post-industrialist society, is now 
spreading a new gospel. It is a symp- 
tom of the British disease, he says, 
“to rush to old orthodoxies in limes 
of .stress, to protect excellence and 
the ivory towers in which it is be- 
lieved to breed.” 

The proposal to axe Ills course, 
which examines the impacE of science 
and technology on society, and really 
tries to straddle two cultures in its 
interdisciplinary approach, is now 
working its way through various 
Bradford University committees on 
its way to the decisive planning/ 
academic committee on December 2. 

What really tells against it in prac- 
tical terms, however, is not its for- 
ward-looking approach, but its very 
hybrid nature. At a lime when the 
new rationale is to try and sweep 
away an over-abundance of small 
courses - particularly oddball courses 
which attract the occasional oddball 
student - Science and Society is espe- 
cially vulnerable because it has never 
been really clear which faculty it 
belongs to. It was put under the 
Science Board when it began in 1974 
but, , as Stonier .confesses, “there is 
■ •an ^.element. . on the Board ' which ■ 
thinks we should be in social scien- 
ces. " Naturally enough, .this Is not a 
time when the social sciences faculty 
are likely to add to their own budget 
by claiming parenthood. 

Meanwhile, the course continues 
to attract students, though it is far 
from oversubscribed - one of the 
factors held against it. ft goes for 
mixed A levels - preferably one sci- 
ence, one maths and one in general 
studies - and a third of this year's 80 
undergraduates are mature students. 
There is also a post-graduate course, 
which is not so far threatened. 

Science and Society . graduates 
have done preuv weir on the em- 
ployment market- so far, in lobs 
ranging from computer education, 
computer-aided - medical diagnosis 
ahd worker cooperatives to local 
radio, and the present undergradu- 
ates have set up (heir own coordinat- 
ing committee to fight the phasing 
otit proposal. 

Tom Stonier points out ruefully 
that he left a tenured position in 
. New York to start the course, be- 
cause' he thought the British 
academic scene was much more in- 
teractive. “Now it is the inter-active 
universities which are under threat." 

Fairly undaunted, he continues to 
look ahead, to the post-industrial in- 
formation society he believes in. He

Try that one in a room full of scale 
one teachers and you will be killed 
in the rush. The up] leal of recogniz- 
ing skill by disbursing extra loot into 
the packets of (he competent is 
seductive and immediate. 

The only problem is that, like so 
many of the nest ideas, it is not quite 
so simple as it sounds. It would nave 
been easy back in the nineteenth 
century, when training institutions 
were called “normal schools" be- 
cause there was one single approved 
“norm". New teachers were all 
poured into the same mould, their 
heads filled not as today with son-of- 
Piaget. Bemstein-ridcs-ngain and a 
host of twentieth-century gurus, hut 
with identical dross about capes and 
bays and the watersheds of Europe, 
and kitted out with a “gel-eni-by-thc- 
throat” style of delivery. 

Nowadays so many different styles 
of teaching arc endorsed by some 
and deplored by others it is no lon- 
ger a straightforward matter. The 
eusy way out is our present system of 
giving money for running the school 
hbriiry or coordinating music rather 
than leaching skilfully. 

The worst example I ever encoun- 
tered of rewarding slut us rather than 
competence occurred when I once 
went to n college governor’s meet- 
ing. As I parked in the stuff car park 
a well-dressed man, thinking I was a 
student, rushed over lo tell me off 
for parking in the wrong place. 
When he learned I was a new gov- 
ernor, the obseiiuioLis creep im- 
mediately stopped ull traffie and 
ushered me into his own personal 
parking space. It was then I disco- 
vered that the highest paid cur park 
attendant in Brilnin was the college 
vice- principal, unless the managing 
director of ICT happens to steward 
his own forecourt. 

Summaries of research into effec- 
tive teaching Imve often reached the 
same conclusion: there arc teachers 
who are well thought of by the 
hends, those well liked by the chil- 
dren, some given good grades when 
inspected, and tciiciicrs whose classes 
obtain high test scores. Unfortunate- 
ly they tend to be different teachers, 
with a few appearing on everyone’s 
best buy list. We all Tike to think we 
can recognize a good tcuchcr, but 
the person sitting next to us might 
disagree. 

Almost the only use in recent 
times in Britain of merit payments, 
common in some countries, occurred 
in the late sixties in universities, 
when the pay settlement allowed an 


extra increment lor “merit" f 0[ oa 
m every four lecturers. The admiij 
t rat ion of this unexpected laiaSt 
was hilarious to behold. Some i!'

Sheffield to try job-sharing 
scheme for teaching staff 


An opportunity for teachers to en- 
gage m job-sharing, while avoiding 
the uncertainty of a part-time con- 
tract, is being offered by a local 
authority. 

Teachers and other education staff 
in Sheffield have received a letter 
saying the city council has approved 
in principle tne idea of two or more 
staff sharing the responsibility of one 
frill-time job. Volunteers are invited 
to npply. 

Sheffield's offer is believed to be 
the first of Us kind by on education 
authority. At least four teachers, in- 
cluding a married couple, have ex- 
pressed ail interest. 

Mrs Joan Barton, chairman of the 
schools' sub-committee, said job- 
sharing for teachers fitted in with the 
Labour council's commitment to ease 
unemployment, but (here were other

benefits for everyone involved. 

The details of the scheme are still 
under discussion, but the council 
hoped to offer job-sharers most of 
the benefits associated with a full- 
time job except, of course, full-time 
pay. Employment protection, cur- 
rently denied to part-timers, would 
have to be guaranteed, she said.. 

Teachers on a full timetable ofien 
found their work taxing. “We believe 
there are some teachers who would 
welcome the chance to put their 
energy and enthusiasm for the job 
into two or three days a week, while 
retaining some of the terms of a 
full-time contract." 

While volunteers were being in- 
vited from the existing teaching 
force, it was hoped the scheme 
would result in unemployed teachers 
being taken on.

Children should not bs afraid of 
making mistakes in their arithmetic 
according to the Mathematical Asso- 
ciation journal Mathematics in 
Schools. 

Mr Roger Bainbridge of the City 
|of Liverpool College of Higher 
Education says pupils can learn by 
making errors, though most teachers 
do not show them How. 

“Primary school pupils should be 
ever mindful of the need for accura- 
cy. But a definite change of attitudes 
towards errors is urgently called 
for,” says Mt Bainbridge. 

“Young learners should not be 
afraid or making mistakes. They 
should be shown that mistakes can 
help them to understand certain pro- 
cedures and concepts more frilly.” 

Children learnt more effectively if 
they were shown how to detect 
errors immediately by self-checking 
procedures. 

“To err is human, but for teachers 
not to capitalize on this is unforgiv- 
able," says Mr Bainbridge. 
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and the children accepted it as just 
one avenue . of research." ■ '>

Vocational bias in exams call 


The education of fourth and fifth formers should be 
more vocational and the new combined GCE and CSE 
exams due in 1987 should help to bring this abuut, Sir 
James Hamilton, Permanent Secretary al the Depart- 
ment of Education, said on Wednesday. 

Sir James told the Standing Conference on Schools 
Science and Technology in London, "I do not believe 
schools have moved as far and as fast as they could 
towards a prevocationai approach to education of 14 to 
16 year olds.” 

The DES will have the final say on the aims and 
contents of the new joint 16-plus. He told the SCSST, 


lhat what he had in mind was a more practical and less 
academic approach but pursued with the same rigour. 

Those who are perfectly comfortable in the present 
academic approach might benefit from this approach as 
well and f hope this will come about in the new 
national criteria for the 16-plus and in the 17-plus.” The 
Government was about to make an announcement on 
the new 17 plus vocational exam for schools and 
colleges. That exam would have "a benign influence on 
what happens in the earlier part of schooling,” he 
predicted.

Church schools seek Muslim policy | demands deai 


Until the early seventies, evaluation 
was a word rarely heard i a schools. 
The idea that a teacher should con- 
sciously adopt ways of evaluating his 
own performance, or that devices 
other than examinations should be 
used to test pupils' performance, was 
remote from the work of schools. 
What has brought about the growth 
in evaluation and assessment, and 
what does it imply? How likely is it 
to lead to better teaching and learn- 
ing, and a better curriculum? 

Evaluation is a form of reassur- 
ance. When living standards are ris- 
ing, the educational climate is se- 
cure. But when money is short and 
recession beckons, the trust and 
optimism which nourish an activity 
like education give way to doubt and 
fear. The feast of accountability cele- 
brates the death of trust. 

James Callaghan's Ruskin College' 
speech in 1970 caught this mood of 
criticism, and made a sharp contrast 
with the view of schooling for per- 
sonal development argued in the 
Plowden Report of 1967. Education 
was no longer a good in its own 
right, but simply a means to society’s 
end: “to equip children for a lively, 
constructive place in society and also 
to fit them for a job of work' 1 . The 
subsequent 1977 Green Paper 
echoed the message: “the need for 
schools to demons! rate their accoun- 
tability to the society which they 
serve requires a coherent and sound- 

• \y baaed means of assessment for the 
educational system as a whole, for 
schools and for individual pupils". 

By this time the Assessment of 
Performance Unit (APU) of the De- 
partment and Education and Science 
had become a bie (although secret) 
spender. It had oeen given a fair 
wind by the 1974 Bullock Report, 
which recommended that standards 
of literacy should be monitored "on 
a scale which will allow confidence in 
the accuracy and value of the End- 
ings 1 ’. Monitoring, it seemed, was 
not inherently problematic. It was 
amply a matter of the right tech- 
nology. 

But although it is easy enough to 
devise tests,' it is far from easy to 
determine what their results mean. 
What examinations, profiles and all 
forms of performance testing aim to 
do is allow conclusions to be drawn 
about educational activities^ But

A boom in home applications to uni- 
versity will make competition for a 
university place even fiercer next 
year, when the first university 
courses are to close. And those sixth 
formers who do get a place will have 
much smaller maintenance grants on 
which to live. 

Latest statistics from the Universi- 
ties Central Council on Admissions 
(UCCA), show that home applica- 
tions are seven per cent higher than 
at the same time lost year. 

At the same time there appears to 
hove been a further dramatic drop oi 
17 per cent in applications from 
overseas students. UCCA points out, 
however, that only about one third 
of the expected total number of 
candidates have so far applied. 

Mr William Waldegrave, junior 
Minister responsible for higher 


education, confirmed to student 
leaders on Monday that the Govern- 
ment was looking at plans to abolish 
the minimum grant of £410, increase 
the parental contribution and reduce 
the real value of awards. But no 
final decisions had been taken. 

A delegation from the . National 
Union of Students had gone to meet 
the Minister to press their claim for 
a 17.4 per cent increase in grants 
next year, bringing the grant for 
London-based students up to over 
£2,000. But they left the meeting 
dejected at the news he gave them: 

University vice-chancellors have 
made a further attempt to persuade 
Sir Keith Joseph, the Education 
Secretary, to think again about the 
“appalling wastefulness" of the tim- 
ing of the university cuts. 


In a letter to Sir -Keith, Dr Albert 
Sloman, chairman of the vice- 
chancellors' committee, has repe- 
ated his plea to the Education 
Secretary to spread them out over 
five years instead of three. 

"For little if any additionnl ex- 
penditure you could avoid the mas- 
sive disruption of the teaching and 
research of Institutions of interna- 
tional standing, you could avofd the 
bitterness ana frustration of school- 
leavers faced overnight with drasti- 
cally diminished chances of a uni- 
versity education, and you could 
avoid the inevitable reduction In the 
nymber of highly qualified young 
men and women whose education 
and expertise In the competitive 
world of today and tomorrow the 
country so desperately needs”. Dr

demands dead 
teacher’s pay

Repayment of a month's holiday 
pay, which a teacher received before 
she died during the summer, has 
been demanded by a local education 
authority. 

Solicitors acting for 59-year-old 
Mrs Barbara Pickles, a teacher at 
Wellington girls’ secondary school 
for 30 years, who died on August 4, 
have been asked by Tr afford educa- 
tion officials to return £523 paid to 
her for the summer holiday period. 

Her daughter has now done this. 

However, teacher leaders believe 
Mrs Pickles should have been enti- 
tled to the money and are challeng- 
ing the decision. Mrs Picklcsj in com- 
mon with all other TYafford teachers, 
received two months' salary on July 15 
for the holiday period. 

Mr Arthur Crosby, secretary of 
the local branch of the National Un- 
ion of Teachers, said: “First of all, 
she should be entitled to keep the 
money undei our conditions of ser- 
vice agreement. If you work for n full 
term (nen you get a third of the year's 
salary. 

"In our view, she was quite clearly 
entitled to the holiday and has been 
basically wrongly treated. Her 
daughter was obviously quite upset 
at the time because her mother bad 
died and she couldn't believe the 
authority had sent the bill." He said 
legal experts were now studying the 
case. 

Mr Norman Barrett, conservative 
chairman of Trafford’s finance com- 
mittee, said that the authority had 
only done what had been demanded 
of it by law and "what would have 
been done by any other local au- 
thority”. 

“At the same time as we asked for 
the £523 back we paid death benefit 
of £10,000,” he added. “At the time 
of someone's death, there is always 
money due and money owing and 
this was so tn this case.” 


Warning on

Barry Buckingham bas been a head 
teacher for the past 15 years - and is 
thinking of Quitting the profession as 
soon after his ffrtelth birthday as 
possible. 

Mr Buckingham, who is aged 48, 
works at Chesham Bois Church ol 
England primary school In Amer- 
sham, Buckinghamshire, where a 
scheme allowing teachers to retire 
from the chalkfoce at 50 has been 
introduced. The school has children 
from a mixture of backgrounds but 
most are from fairly well-off homes. 

He recently wrote to his union, the 
National Association of Head Tcach- 
gers, saying: “In all honesty 1 have to 
admit that my wife (also a teacher) 
and I should both like to retire as 
soon as possible. Although we both 
consider ourselves dedicated teachers, 
I am suffering from what Is known 
currently as 'executive burn-out’"; 

When Mr Buckingham first be- 
came head teacher at the school In 
1966, he regularly taught In the class- 
room and tnere were 94 children on 
the roll. This has now risen lo IIS — 
which he attributes to the school’s 
insistence on Instilling basic reading, 
writing and arithmetic skills Into Us 
children. 

( T became a non-teaching head in 
1968,” he added, "and we had a 
part-time teacher and n teacher of 
French then on top of the teachers 
for each class.”

BBC Schools Broadcasting Council alters programming. 

Night-time radio 
for secondaries

A decision to broadcast some secon- 
dary school radio series at night was 
taken this week by the BBC Schools 
Broadcasting Council and brings 
once again into focus the question of 
the identity of educational broadcast- 
ing in the light of technological de- 
velopments and the pressure for air- 
time. 

The SBC’s decision, which it is 
expected will be ratified by the 
Board of Governors next month, fol- 
lows lone talks over a document by 
David Mathews, manager of BBC 
Special Projects, which concluded 
that it was technically feasible for

At present schools programmes go 
out on Radio 4 VHF and at certain 
times of the day listeners to general 
programmes have to retune to 
medium or long wave (depending on 
where they live) which has worse 
reception. Three years ago Aubrey 
Singer, head of BBC Radio, sug- 
gested that some schools radio prog- 
rammes should go out at night - a 
recommendation which was roundly 
criticized by educationists and broad- 
casters. 

Mr Singer's paper to the council is 
thought to have argued strongly that 
taking out 40 minutes of schools 
programmes will enable Radio 4 
general listeners to retime at regular 
times rather than haphazardly as at 
present. 

The fact that most schools record 
radio programmes for replay has 
long been accepted by the broadcas- 
ters who have gradually adapted 
their output to cater for it. 

The proportion of radiovision 
programmes, which rely on record- 
ing, has risen this year and all secon- 
dary English radio programmes are 
broadcast in blocks at tne beginning 
of term for convenience. A new

radio series on microelectronics has 
bleeps at intervals to signal the 
teacher to stop and discuss the argu- 
ments.

*‘If they withdrew charitable status, 
we could just manage". Mrs Mar- 
garet Davies, headmistress of Mer- 
chant Taylors’ girls’ school, said. 
“But the withdrawal of the assisted 
places scheme would hurt much 
more - it would hurt the parents.” 

Mr David Johnston-Jones, head- 
master of the nearby boys’ school, 
agrees. “We’re delighted to have the 
assisted places”, he said this week. 
“It’s a move back to what we were 
founded for in 1620: to provide 
poorer children, with a good gram- 
mar school education. Abolition of 
the scheme would be most undesir- 
able unless it were replaced by 
another, more all-embracing 
scheme.” 

Both of the Merchant Taylors’ 
schools are taking a big risk with the 
scheme. In spite of their name, they 
have only loose links with the Mer- 1 
chant Taylors' Company and few en- 
dowment funds to fall back on. They 
have told the parents of assisted 
place holders that abolition of the 
scheme would mean that their chil- 
dren would have to leave. 

At St Mary’s College, however, a 
reserve fund of more than £900.000 
has been raised to cover that risk, 
chiefly through the campaigning of 
Mr Francis Crowley, a local parent 
and lender of the independent 
schools lobby. This week -Brother 
Noel O'Halloran, the principal, was 
confident the fund would pass £tm. 

One SDP spokesman doubted, 
however, that outright abolition of 
the scheme would become party poli- 
cy because the scheme is a vote- 
winner - and it is noticeable that 
even Mrs Williams has restricted her- 
self to saying she is "opposed” to it. 

The fate of these three schools, 
with half a dozen smaller private 


schools m the area, is said to affect

Certainly, the volunteers and the 
five London primnry heads 1 talked 
to, agreed about benefits. 

The volunteers go into schools for 
two sessions a week, mostly in pairs 
or threes to give each other courage. 
They work with individual children, 
two 30-minute sessions with each of 
their three or four children a week. 

“We don't just give them easy 


numbers - they can get quite difficult 
children,” snid Mr George Keys, 
head of Dog Kennel Hill Junior 
School, .Southwark, which takes a 
typical inner London mix of chil- 
dren. 

Mr Keys said the volunteers had 
.scored one or two notable successes 
- “done by patient endeavour, not in 
a flash”. 

All the heads agreed that many 
children had greatly improved in 


both their concentration and their 
attitude to reading. 

The scheme was started by Mrs 
Susan Belgrnve, a redoubtable lady 
in the old tradition of voluntary 
work. “Starting it needed somebody 
a bit persistent - and that’s me", she 
says. Eight years ago she started 
knocking at ILEA's door with her 
scheme, and finally got them to 
arrange meetings and give it cautious 
blessing. 


Now it is a registered charity with 
a tiny office contributed by ILEA in 
its Primary Language Centre, and 
funds from other enmities. Volun- 
teers nre given a short training, with 
three sessions by Mr- John Welsh, 
ILEA's staff inspector for English, a 
senior remedial teacher, and Mrs 
Belgrave. 

Tnc volunteers came from a varie- 
ty of backgrounds - occupations of 
the 40 now in training include; a 
nurse, secretary, college students, 
teachers, civil servants, people in 
catering, a worker at Victoria conch 
station, a theatre attendant, a photo- 
copy operator and a diplomat’s, wife.

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AMA deplores provision for school leavers 

Local politicians call for 
specific grant from Whiteh:

Town and city leaders throughout 
England have attacked the Manpow- 
er Services Commision by declaring 
that with a specific grant from 
Whitehall they could provide super- 
ior education and training for the 
16-to-19s. 

In a united debate at the seventh 
annual education conference of the 
Association of Metropolitan Author- 
ities held in Oldham, local politicians 
said the post- 16 age group currently 
presented (he most important chal- 
lenge to education and this justified 
a specific grant from Government to 
the local authorities. 

Proposing a motion, Mr Paul Dia- 
mond, vice-chairman of education in 
the London borough of Waltham 
Forest accused the MSC of spending 
'totally inefficiently and wastefully. 

The money would be better spent 
by the local authorities which under- 
stood the needs of (he people they 
served, he said. The commission was 
a “totally unaccountable body" and 
yet it looked set to take over a 
major educational responsibility. 

Mr Diamond said that, faced with 
this challenge, the AMA should 
urgently reconsider its present policy 
ngoinst specific grants. 

Mr Ron Foster, deputy chairman 
of Tameside education committee, 
seconding the motion, said the 16-to- 
19s presented a specific problem 
which fully justified a specific grant. 

Mr Philip Briers, education chair- 
man from St Helen’s, warned that 
the local authorities had already 
been excluded from a national de- 
bate about education and training 
which had led to the MSC’s publica- 
tion Skills for Working Life. That 
went so far as to refer lo n new legal 
framework for this ngc group. 

If local authorities were given a 
specific grant, they could guarantee 
results to the Government. There 


need be no fear that the cash would 
be spent on town halls or dustbins, 
he said. 

Mr Bob Morris, education under 
secretary at the AMA, said the asso- 
ciation had a policy of “extreme 
suspicion" towards specific grants, 
but he reassured them it was not one 
of total opposition. More than IS 
specific grants were in operation - 
tne largest being the grant for man- 
datory awards. 

A cautionary note was sounded by 
Mr Peter Horton, chairman of Shef- 
field education committee and the 
AMA's nominee on the MSC's spe- 
cial programmes board, who said 
that while overall responsibility for 
the age group must rest with local 
councils “it must be in collaboration 
with other bodies such os the MSC”. 

Later, Mr Michael Bower, Shef- 
field's joint deputy chairman, said he 
did not share the view that the MSC 
was an "unmitigated disaster' 1 . “If it 
hadn’t existed, I wonder what provi- 
sion the l.e.a.s would have ninac for 
their young people,” he noted. 

He got unanimous support for n 
motion giving a cautious welcome to 
the Government’s New Training In- 
itiative but cnlling for urgent talks 
between the MSC, education and 
both sides of industry about the 
method of carrying out the new poli- 
cy. Plans should be published and 
money provided.

The Government has turned down a 
locol authority plan for taking young 
people off social security and putting 
them into part-time jobs. 

Sheffield city council had offered 
to create part-time work for 1,000 
unemployed people, including 500

Parents’ key role 
in development 
of language

Show inner city parents how nursery 
and infant teachers set about lan- 
guage development, and systemati- 
cally involve them in talking and 
reading with their children over 12 
weeks, and the children are likely to 
make significant gains which last at 
least 18 months. 

That is the conclusion of research 
by Dr Michael Beveridge and Mrs 
Ann Jerrams of Manchester Uni- 
versity. They worked with four 
matched groups of 10 children in a 
Manchester nursery and infant 
school, taking children from unskil- 
led working class families with more 
than their share of city social difficul- 
ties. 

One group simply played with 
toys, in the company of their 
teacher, for 20 minutes a day. 
Another did an American structured 
language programme (Distar) every 
day with their teachers. (The 
teachers were not at all happy with 
the programme.) 

A third group had had the Distar 
work, but their parents were also 
systematically involved in a special 
plan to involve them in their chil- 
dren's language development. 

The fourth group, had just the pa- 
rent involvement programme, which 
involved weekly sessions where 
teachers demonstrated (usually with 
children) the ways they worked on 
language, in conversation, story tell- 
ing, nursery rhymes and so on. “I 
like where the children came in, ’cos 
that gave you an idea of how a 
teacher does it - it looks easy, but 
it's not” commented one mother. 

The children were tested before 
the 12 week programmes began, im- 
mediately after, and \8 months later. 
Immediately after the programme, 
the group who just played had 


gained 4.5 points on average on a 
group of intelligence, language and 
comprehension tests. 

The group who had done special 
work with teachers gained 6.6 points. 
But the two groups which involved 
parents gained 9.2 points and II 
points - giving them a boost of six 
months to a year. At the end of 18 
months, all groups had gained pretty 
steadily from their new starting 
points at the end of the programme, 
and the parent involvement groups 
weie still well ahead. 

Parents -and teachers were inter- 
viewed in some depth about the 
work. Both groups were enthusiastic. 
Teachers felt it had provided as pa- 
rent-teacher link that was easy to 
build on, and help parents' attitude 
to school. But at the start many 
teachers had doubted whether pa- 
rents would last the course. 

Parents said that they now felt 
able to tell stories and talk with 
children, and regretted not having 
had “the know-how” when their chib 
dren were younger. “The finger play 
and rhyme give parents the chance 
to act a little childish and this makes 
the child think you are bis friend” 
one said. 

Another had spread the know-how 
to other mothers at work, who had 
then reported their children were 
“thick”, not "knowing what above is, 
or under”. "I explained that at first I 
thought this, but how can they know 
if we don’t teach them, you just take 
it for granted that when they get to 
school they will learn everything at 
once."

Girl’s six-hour

Going on to discuss the restric- 
tions, it says: “The constitutions of 
Portugal, Spain, Italy and Greece all 
contain explicit mention of trade un- 
ion rights and the right to strike. The 
legislation to regulate these rights 
further for the public sector has not 
vet been passed in Portugal and 
Spain. 

"In Greece, the legislation that 
further regulates trade union rights is 
so restricted that it is generally seen 
to be in violation of the constitution- 
al provisions of trade union rights.” 

It adds: “A conclusion that can be 
drawn from the picture of trade un- 
ion rights in Europe is that the ex- 
tent to which trade union rights have 
been accorded is dependent on the 
political will in the individual 
country. 

"The multiplicity of solutions 
found concerning the exercise of 
trade union rights in the public sec- 
tor shows that there are no impera- 
tives inherent in the public sector 
that would be an obstacle to public 
employees enjoying such rights.”

Wages, working hours, duties 
and rights are fixed by statute and 
teachers are appointed for life unless 
they commit a gross error or become 
incapable of work. They cannot be 
fired for any other reason. 

Finland has three teachers' nego- 
tiating groups - one from each of the 
main trade union centres represent- 
ing public servants - and they are 
allowed to discuss salaries and work- 
ing conditions. 

They have the right to strike and 
can be locked out of work but can 
be fined for taking place in an illegal 
strike. There is a strict pecking order 
through which a dispute must go 
through before strike action can be 
taken and this ends up with either 
the nationally appointed mediator or 
a regional mediator if all else fails. 

Finnish teachers' unions beiieve 
the scope of their negotiating ques- 
tions are too narrow. They also be- 
lieve that having three negotiating 
groups is a weakness. A deni can be 
struck with two of them, leaving the 
third out on a limb nnd being forced 
to settle for the same agreement. 

In Holland, the right to strike of 
public employees was prohibited hi 
1903 as a legal countermeasure to n 
political strike by railway workers. 
The paper adds: “As there does not 
exist a right to conclude collective 
agreements, the authorities will un- 
ilaterally decide if agreement cannot 
be reached in the negotiations.

number of English teachers today 
use “Victorian approaches to educa- 
tion" rather than allowing children to 
engage in a “cognitive engagement in 
the setting and solving of problems 
about the world they live in”. 
Labouring against such obstacles, il 
is a surprise than any students 
achieve more than merely a capacity 
for “extensive quotation*'; but if Mr 
Heron seriously believes that the 
eighties A level candidate (articulate 
and invariably hyper-critical) is satis- 
fied with merely having text “ex- 
plained" to them, he is sadly mis- 
taken. He is similarly mistaken if he 
believes teachers are satisfied 
"pumping” quotation into students. 

Ultimately. Mr Heron's mission is 
to deprive A level literature of its 
crucial “literary" content and substi- 
tute a “genuine historical awareness” 
as an "essential ingredient for educa- 
tion in a multicultural society". This 
antipathy to literature even manages 


to blame the academic discipline it- 
self for the sad lack of black children 
pursuing A level English, ignoring 
far more important reasons, and the 
general lack of black children pur- 
suing any A level course. 

In order to reduce the literary con- 
tont of literature, Mr Heron shoves 
English into the catch-all “humani- 
ties' discipline. He accuses the Uni- 
versity of London board of seeming- 
ly placing the study of literature as 
an end in itself, hopefully with useful 
aesthetic and sociological rewards 
stemming from that study. Certainly 
English teachers should be receptive 
to new sources of material, at all 
levels, and Commonwealth literature 
has a place here, but only if litera- 
ture is work studying at A level 
because it is work of literary quality. 
If no such critical criterion is em- 
ployed, the examination itself would 
lose any credibility it has managed to 
retain. Such criteria seem irrelevant 
to the rather simplistic ACTAL syl- 
labus. 

Similarly, Heron predictably insists 
that in order to understand the 
"community" recent works “must 
be" studied. Again the critical, liter- 
ary quality of that work does not 
enter into the calculations. If the 
book has what are called “contem- 
porary preoccupations" its value is 
undeniable.

Sir, - We read with interest your 
brief articles on the experience and 
effects of stress in teachers (October 
23), which made reference to the 
excellent research which is being car- 
ried out by Kyriacou, and others. 

Our own research (Cox, 1977; 
Brockley. 1980) tends to support 
Kyriacou s findings, especially with 
reference to the percentage of 
teachers reporting severe stress, and 
in terms or the nature of the prob- 
lems experience by teachers. A num- 
ber of cautions must, however, be 
borne in mind when assessing the 
available data; we mention three. h 

First, many studies in this area are 
based on comparisons between diffe- 
rent teacher groups, and do not com- 
pare matched groups of teachers and 
non-teacheis. While such studies can 
describe differential stress effects 
across the various teacher groups, it 


The logical extension of this view 
was graphically exposed io me by an

It is Mr Heron who is being 
pedagogically naive" if he seriously 
believes that contemporary works by 
definition increase our awareness of 
our society, are not themselves im- 
bued with _ 'absolute critical judg- 
ments", or indeed to anything more 
to increase our knowledge and 
appreciation of literature at any

that groups like teachers, who have 
continual close contact with and re- 
sponsibility for other people, as the 
central feature of their work, suffer 
more from psychological disorders 
than pthers ao. 

Second, teachers are a particularly 
articulate group, who are therefore 
able to define and discuss their, feel- 
ings and perceptions of work more 
easily than otner working groups. 
They may as a result appear to. be 
reporting more stress, 

Third, there: is growing evidence 
from a number of US ana European 
studies that social support networks 
can act as buffers against the effects 
of stress. Our own work suggests 
that “job satisfactions” piay similarly 
act as psychological buffers against 
work stress in teaching. 

None of these caveats reduce the- 
fact that many teadiers experience 
significant problems associated 1 with 
their work, nor do they weaken, the 
case for further research into the 
alleviation' of those problems.

false claims?

Michael Peters's "The English 
Teacher nnd Structuralism” (TIlS 
October 2) communicates some very 
distorted ideas about (he "older" cri- 
ticism, and makes some unjustified 
claims for structuralist criticism. 

Although he tips his hat to the 
“older" criticism by snying (hat there 
is still much of value in it, his hero is 
the -new” criticism. The “older" is 
tired, it only talks about “great” 
literature, it “simply restates the con- 
tent of the text in other words" and it 
fails to challenge the ideologies that 
underpin texts. 

In contrast, the Structuralism is 
acceptable because: it is new (a ridi- 
culous argument); it usks us to con- 
sider what we mean by literature; it 
does not simply restate the content 
of the text; it challenges the ideolo- 
gies underpinning texts; and by chal- 
lenging the ideologies it will help us 
get to the “real", underlying mean- 
ings.

The 
curriculum should strike a balance between 
academic and recreational pursuits, and pro- 
vide children with the chance to pursue areas 
of interest in depth. 

The success of the schemes outlined above, 
indeed of all educational schemes, depends to 
a large extent on the good will and support of 
parents. Some parents, for the reasons given 
earlier, find it difficult to become involved 
with the education of their children. However, 
there is reason to suppose that these form a 
minority. Why, therefore, have so few inner 
dty parents taken a participatory rple in the 
education' of their children? 

Recent evidence from reading schemes in- 
volving parents in Haringey and other areas 
would seem to indicate that, not only are large 
numbers of parents willing to take an active, 
interest, but that when they art given the 
chance to parfidpate the results are enormous- 
ly beneficial to all concerned. Successful 
schemes involving parents have worked be- 
cause a great deal of time and effort has been 
spent in communicating with parents; in giving 
them specific goals, and detailed instructions 
as to how they might best achieve those goals. 

One of the main reasons why parents have 
not become more involved is the poor Com- 
munication by schools. In a number of cases, 
the channels employed are more likely to 
alienate than to elicit a positive response. Is 
this accidental or deliberate? ..Do such institu- 
tions believe parents should be kept, as far as 
possible, outside the school gate? , 

Much has been said and written about , the 
differences that exist between middle and 
working class codes of language. However, the 


main focus of attention has usually been upon 
the child's language, and his or her use of that 
language in relation to the. demands of the 
school. Considerably less attention hBS been 
paid to the language used by teachers, social 
workers, and educational psychologists in (heir 
dealings with parents. 

Having grown up in an inner dty working 
class environment is obviously not an essential] 
prerequisite for an individual to do their job' 
well in that environment, but it undoubtedly 
helps. Furthermore, the possibility needs to be> 
faced that a number of people connected with 
education in our inner cities, and who need tb 
. communicate with parents jf they! are to do 
their job properly, fail to do so partly because 
they project the “wrong image", and partly 
because they lack (he necessary insight, under- 
standing and flexibility to shift linguistic codes 
sufficiently to find a point of contact with 
parents. 

Not only should; a high priority be attached 
to the establishment of a training programme 
in communication skills and Image preseiila r 
tion, but the “successful products” of inner 
city education should be actively encouraged 
to return and work in . inner city areas in 
teaching, and the caring professions generally. 
If. nothing else, such people would provide 
living proof, that inner city children can make 
it through higher education, and at the end of 
that education can actually get a job. The. 
positive gain in having people. who are able tb 
communicate and who have, at the same time, 
a street level credibility, would-be enormous. 

The majority qf inner city schools are reluc- 
tant to provide compensatory' education. 
Given the dubious value of some American 
schemes, with their inbuilt jnsensitiyity to the 


ing min Firm 

culture of the inner dty populace, this- reti- 
cence is understandable, If misguided, for it Is 
a mistake to equate the concept of compensa- 
tory education merely with the British equiva- 
lent of a Headstart scheme. 

It can be far reaching id its aims and 
embrace, many of the programmes for com- 
munity education mentioned earlier. The tefm 
"compensatory" does not have to be applied in 
a patronizing or devaluing way. Bui It would 
be ridiculous to claim (hat the great majority 
of children attending inner dty schools are 
not. In some way or another, actively dis- 
advantaged when compared with their peers in 
other partp of the countxy. 

Problems of inadequate housing, crime, and 
.an environment which, although not actively 
hostile, could not be termed benign, all’ com- 
bine to impair their progress. In short, the 
same problems that prevent many parents 
from taking an active interest in their child's 
education, also have an adverse effect upon 
the child's ability to make the most of his or 
her education. 

The steady progress made in. the -field? of 
multi-ethnic and multi-cultural education in 
recent years has provided a platform on 
which a genuine compensatory education can 
be built, , focusing heavily bn study skills, high 
teacher expectation, and a massive infusion of 
skilled staff and quality resources. The summer 
riots need to be seen as a forceful plea for 
positive discrimination in favour of inner dty 
areas. If that ^plea Is ignored, sodety will' not 
merely have -placed those children at risk;' it 
wifi Have consigned their future to the dustbin,

Oxfordshire l.e.a., having given in over the 
general principle of providing for all who re- 
quest education up to 19, is now quibbling over 
the definition of “full-time", so that certain 
severely handicapped young people are only 
being offered three days, or 13 hours a week, 
of. education. 

When the parents’ action group took this up 
with the l.e.a., it received a reply which 
strongly suggested that it had already got more 
than it deserved: u f am sorry that after the 
exceptionally difficult situation in which the 
county council has found itself and the very 
special steps which hnve been taken to seek to 


provide further educational facilities, the pa- 
rents feel so dissatisfied with what is being 
achieved , the chief education officer wrote. 

And when the group followed up with a 
second formal complaint to the Education 
Secretary, a schools branch official rejected 
their plea in u letter which explained that 'Mile 
education acts do not define the expression 
full-time education', nor do they empower the 
Education Secretary to do so. The absence of 
any definition reflects the fact that the notion 
of what constitutes ’full-time' must take 
account of a variety of factors, as must the 
concept of ‘education’ ... The law relies on 
the competence of local authorities, teachers 
and other professionals to assess the needs of 
individuals and to meet them as effectively as 
possible". 

But the law also relies on the competence 
of DES officials, and the competence of 
Secretaries of State to step in when local 
authorities and others are acting “un- 
reasonably”: by no stretch of the imagination 
can 13 hours a week be ‘‘full-time’’ education. 
When pushed further, such officials seem to be 
suggesting that it is unrealistic to expect these 
young people to take more than a few hours 
of “concentrated teaching". 

This. I suspect, is what the problem is really 
about: narrow definitions of education which 
are not applicable in equal measure to diffe- 
rent young people. A quick look at the curri- 
culum outline for the exciting course planned 
for some of the Oxfordshire young people at 
South Oxfordshire Technical College shows a 
more adequate definition oF education than 
“concentrated teaching": 

• “Aim: to give a broadly based educational 
and social course to mentally handicapped 
young adults in order that the students may 
mature from dependent childhood to indepen- 
dent adulthood within, but to the full extent 
of, their individual capacities". Could anyone 
really see that task as a part-time one? 

A circular issued by the DES to local au- 
thorities to explain the Implications of the 1970 
Education (Handicapped Children) Act 
(Circular 15/70) acknowledged that- there 
would be some children who "at least for the 
time being" were incapable of response to any 
form of educational stimulus. But authorities 
would still have a duly “to see that such 
children are kept under regular review and 


freshly assessed from time to time so that it is 
possible to respond without delay to any de- 
velopment of a child’s capacity to benefit from 
educational processes". 

By 1974. Departmental thinking had prog- 
ressed so that Circular 5/74 says: "In the past 
there have been doubts about the ability of the 
most severely mentally handicapped children 
to respond to any kind of educational stimu- 
lus. If, however, children when young enough 
are exposed to such stimulus over a period of 
time, there is now evidence to suggest that they 
will be found capable of benefitting from some 
form of education which is now their right”. 

The recent local and central government 
officer’s report. The Legal Basis of Further 
Education, says in its opening paragraphs that 
there "should'' be a duty on l.e.a.s to provide 
education for 16 to 19-year-olds "who seek it 
and could benefit from it", Bui both central 
and local government officials have proved in 
recent months that they should not be the 
people who decide “who can benefit". 

Some senior officials are still in ignorance of 
the absolute legal duty which lias' existed since 
1944 for most, and since 1971 for all; a county 
chief education officer wrote to the father of a 
handicapped. 16-yenr-old in October-: “I do not 
find, in the Education (Handicapped Children) 
A6t 1970 or In any other current legislation, 
any obligation on the local authority to pro- 
vide a continuous programme of full-time 
education for handicapped young people, or 
for .any other young people, for the entire' 
period between 16 and 19 years of age". 

Parents, social workers, residential home 
and hospital workers, and all others who 
work with severely handicapped young people 
should continue to press for the concept ol 
educability to be given real meaning for all. 
The legal framework exists, and should be 
made to work. And those who have devised 
programmes which increase the potential inde- 
pendence of severely handicapped young peo- 
ple need to demonstrate their successes 
widely.

Working through ttie emotions 

To conclude our series on the contracting curriculum, John Stephens 
looks at the social and intellectual significance of music for schools 


A large number of activities are encompassed 
in the general term music. 

Listening to music, moving and dancing to 
music, singing, playing an instrument, invent- 
ing, improvising or composing music are all to 
be found in one form or other in classrooms 
where teachers organize musical activities for 
their pupils. The range of musical expression 
encompasses different cultural traditions and 
styles, and reflects many different attitudes to- 
wards the purpose and significance of musical 
experience. 

A picture of music in the curriculum de- 
pends very much on the territory one occupies 
to examine this diverse and complex scene. 
Pupils, parents and teachers all have an in- 
terest and concern wilh this, yet each may 
invest the same provision with differing signifi- 
cance and importance. Given the opportunity 
to articulate these values, each is likely to 
select a distinctive vocabulary, dependent in 
part upon their hopes and aspirations and in 
part on their own experience. 

While there Is a danger in promoting ; a 
justification on the grounds of tradition - “what 
was good enough for me should do for my 
children" - it serves to emphasize the power of 
music to evoke a deeply personal response. It 
is because music has this power, and because 
it has ' developed as a form and vehicle for . 
communicating feelings, that those who .have . 
experienced it at this level for themselves will 
want to ensure that its significance is fell by 
their children. This in not something which 
can be left to chance: it requires planning and 
an understanding of both the development of 
children and the nature of music itself. • 


Commentaries on the curriculum often tend 
to overlook pupils' ' motivation for learning.' 
What is it about the nature of the musical 
experience which nbsorbes so many pupils in 
our schools, and many more out of -school 
hours? 

The Intrinsic value pupils’ ascribe to the 
activity is one of the expressed aims of many 
schools. Clearly one of the social values of 
music lies in the opportunities to share and 
enjoy the experience with others, as well as a 
sense of personal achievement and identifica- 
tion. • . , . .* . . ; '■ 

Parents may happily Accept music , as a 
worthwhile enriching experience tor children 
in their fornialive yeare, developing Interest 
and skills in their primary schools. Yet their 
view of what constitutes usefulness in the 
secondary school may be more concerned with 
those aspect? which appear to have a valud as 
economic currency. However, changing pat- 
terns and opportunities for employment and 
advances in technology bring increased oppor- 
tunities for leisure time. . • - 1 ' 

The arguments for curriculum provision to 
enhance leisure pursuits can be used by thpse 
convinced of the value of a practical approach 
to organizing learning activities in schopls. 
Often over-looked is the fact that whatever the 
eventual outcome, “work" or "leisure”, . an 
investnient of effort and commitment are 
. essential to gain any degree of satisfaction. 

Potential employers may regard highly the 
attributes of - commitment and the ability to 
sustain effort while acquiring complex skjlls. 
They may recognize the quality and nature of 
the judgments blade in .musical performance 




and in composition, However, these qualities 
can also be applied to other aspects of the 
curriculum, and only in a small way can claims 
be made for music against these criteria-.' 

The full significance of music in the curricu- 
lum lies In the recognition that It is a fun- 
damental and essentially symbolic form ‘ by 
which' we recognize that which is characteristi- 
cally human. A symbol is an occurrence or 
event with a generally agreed meaning, and 
the importance of symbols has been empha- 
sized by many writers, notably Suzanne Lan- 
ger. Society exists through the creation and 
exchange of symbols which are necessary to 
interpret and come to terms with the flow of 
information received by our senses.. 

The symbol makes possible explanations of 
alternatives we can explore and test as we 
penetrate a changing environment. This search 
for meaning Is vital to young people as they 
develop, and essential to schools, with their 
function to develop human potential. Music, 
along with other art forms, enables man to 
"work through" the complete range of human 
emotion, while It is still within the discipline 
and control of the creator. 

Music then, provides for the understanding' 
of self, the private world in which we 'all know 
that we handle and manage the thoughts and 
feelings which make us unique.

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What is the Commonwealth - besides no lon- 
ger a source of cheap butter? Sixty thousand 
people a year visit the Commonwealth Insti- 
tute to find out. 

The heart of the building and its activities 
are the Commonwealth Galleries, a reconsti- 
tuted version of the old Imperial Institute in 
South Kensington. When the Queen opened 
the Institute in 1962 the winds of change were 
blowing swiftly through the British Common- 
wealth and turning it into a Commonwealth of 
nation states in equal partnership. Each of 
those nation states contributes its own exhibit 
to represent its culture in its setting. To these 
exhibits now flock schoolchildren in parties 
and with their families, overseas tourists and 
visiting Commonwealth members on research, 
on holiday and on speculation to pick up a bit 
of home.

Educationally, the Institute has much to 
offer. An extensive lending and reference lib- 
rary, with recordings and audio-visual mate- 
rial. is used by sixth formers and students. 
Worksheets, talks and space to eat packed 
lunches are available for school parties. The 
Institute itself tours "Caravan" and "Focus" 
presentations which at greater or lesser length 
explain the Commonwealth to the citizens of 
one of its members. 

These directly educational sections of the 
Institute are jointly funded by leas and the 
MSC, or paid for by fees charged to leas, but 
the bulk of the Institute’s £2 million budget is 
supplied by the Foreign and Commonwealth 
Office. Whilst a Community Education Officer 
was appointed in 1979 and non-formal educa- 
tional programmes have begun, as yet the link 
between immigration and empire has not been 
strongly stressed. The emphasis is on present- 
ing the cultures of the Commonwealth to a 
wide public rather than to groups of that 
public who originated there. 

Or at least that is the drift of most official 
policy. In fact, the advantageous terms offered 
to Commonwealth groups and the constant 
availability of space has meant that the Insti- 
tute has often been used by all manner of 
ethnic minority groups, not just the establish- 
ment oriented committees who stage National 
Day celebrations and the current Young 
Artists of the Commonwealth exhibition. Poli- 
cy is in flux too, so that as well ns such highly 
acclaimed artists in the World Music series as 
the Japanese Okinawa Dance Group (26-27 
November), there is also room for Afro- 
Caribbean music mid n Gospel Christmas in 
December. J982 will begin with a festival of 
black films, and be heavily booked with events 
connected with the Festival of India. 

So the simple "rubbernecking" of many 
visits to the Galleries is being transmogrified 
by their new attitude to the Institute’s role. 
Robert Atkins, in charge of the recently 
formed Arts Department, called it "a deeper, 
more structured response to the diversity of 
mankind". Last year's exhibition of Masks and 
this year’s on the Art of Africa have tried, 
with varying success, to pay deep respect to 
other cultures whilst placing them in some 
relation to the British cultural experience. It Is 
not just funny golliwogs in grass skirts out 
there, but members of civilisations. ' 
September’s exhibition on The Arts of Sri 
Lanka combined a scholarly display of the 
moving tranquility of Buddhist art with a zest- 
fill look at the crafts and gemstones of the' 


"pear! in the Indian Ocenn". The largest stnr 
sapphire in the world was on view, guarded by 
a cobra. 

Perhaps we don’t want to lose all the won- 
der with which wc regard foreign people and 
places. A little wonder is all to the good. Who 
can gaze on the snows of Cnnada or the 
savannahs of Africa, even painted on a back- 
drop to stuffed animals, without n lurch of 
amazement? The most successful activities at 
the Commonwealth Institute are either func- 
tional (school visits, the library) or else sing- 
ularly combine the familiar and the unknown. 
In the Sufi Festival a lecturer involved volun- 
teers in the chant which brings on mystical 
trance; Art from Africa suggested new dimen- 
sions to our appreciation of sculpture. The 
geography books and the altars of the fine arts 
can fuse and flower for the visitor to such an 
exhibition. 

Internationalism, then, in a world which 
seems at times to be ever more rigidly aligned 
in military camps, is n welcome break in 
formality. That the Commonwealth Institute is 
visited by almost embarrassingly pro-British 
nnd vitrolically anti-British individuals is a tri- 
bute to that embracing informality. Within 
Britain, the newer policy of constantly en- 
couraging not only, for example, Shirley Lim 
from Malaysia as Commonwealth Poetry Prize 
winner and Sam Hillary from Jamaica us Artist 
of Indian Dance, and organising a 1980 Chil- 
dren’s Carnival with the Noliing Hill Carnival 
and Arts Committee, seems to prove thut the 
interpretation of non-Wcstern and Western 
culture can flow both wnys, 

Administrating that flow does have prob- 
lems. Joe Mydell. a black American artist and 
teacher recently wus appointed director for the 
Music The a Ire project, funded by Gulbcnkiun. 
The performances given this venr were the 
culmination of six months’ workshops explor- 
ing through dance and songs the move men (s of 
black people from Africa to the USA mid UK. 
The dim was not merely to give a one-off 
performance, but also in train the young per- 
formers in theatre skills that might stand them 
in professional stead.

Robert Cohen’s mature and realis- 
tic thinking extends to a clearly nr- 
ticulated consideration of his own 
playing and that of others. At 10 he 


went to a masterclass given by Wil- 
liam Pleeth and knew at once that 
this was the teacher for him. He and 
his father have been two of the big- 
gest influences on his thinking. 

“I don't believe in schools of play- 
ing. When it comes down to it you 
base it all on sound. Something 1 
learnt from Pleeth and nobody else 
is that there have to be a million 
different sounds in one's repertoire, 
and there is u way to produce them 
technically. One doesn’t develop a 
technique and apply that to the 
music: one builds technique through 
the sould required at any time." 

Robert has a few private pupils 
and teaches a masterclasses in the 
States, "What I’m always coming 
across is the obsession with learning 
to play the instrument and not 
enough obsession with wanting to 
play music. It’s the biggest problem: 
students find a way of working and it 
becomes obsessive, addictive, a tor- 
tuous tension - and in the end it's 
counterproductive. I tell them to 
look out of the window and try to 
imagine there's no instrument there. 
I play squash and it's very much the 
same thing. The racquet is just an 
extension of the arm and you feel 
the ball as you hit it. I love driving 
too: you really feel it as a sensation, 
the bumps, the tension of corners, 
and the car becomes you . . .” 

His is, indeed, a very physical, 
emotionally unfettered way of play- 
ing - one that encourages compari- 
sons with the young Jaqueline du Fred, 
with whom he haa lessons for a year 
and which leaps out of the grooves 
of his highly acclaimed latest record 
of Dvorak's Cello Concerto and the 
Tchaikovsky Rococo Variations. It is 
the first movement of the Dvorak 
that he will be playing on Monday in 
(he Albert Hall with the Surrey 
County Youth Orchestra. 

"It's not only probably the best 
known and loved cello concerto ever 
written, but the first movement is 
unusually and marvellously complete 
in a way. It lias everything in it - 
Dvorak’s powerful, Slavonic 
strength, and also the great tender- 
ness of its slow movement. I love it 
as much as any concerto. You come 
out feeling completely exhilarated, 
completely fulfilled . . ■

Three features of the work should 
be studied closely by teachers, not 
only reading teachers or those in 
junior schools, but by all who have 
begun to detect in classroom re- 
search a distinct shift of emphasis 
from teaching to learning. The first 
is that at the centre of the inquiry is 
an acceptance as primary evidence of 
what children think and sav about 
reading. The summary of the find- 
ings begins with children as readers, 
their attitudes and ideas about read- 
ing and books. These have appeared 
in other reports but not in this cen- 
tral position. From this new emph- 
asis there emerges the unmistakable 
proof that children take on the view 
of the task of learning to read that is 
mediated to them by their teachers. 
Their views on what a hard word is, 
what a suitable book is like (ie not 
“babyish”) and, above all, what read- 
ing is for and about are the direct 
result of teaching attitudes and 
strategies. Against what the teacher 
does or asks the pupils to do, the 
beginning readers’ keen judgments of 
what a good book is and what suc- 
cessful reading could be like may not 
prevail, especially if they are given 
no help to choose texts and no sup- 
port for their own reading intentions. 
The research makes this obvious and 
the implications are clearly spelled 
out. 

Secondly, the account of the 
teachers’ group interactions with the 
researchers is worth looking at in 
detail. The teachers’ view of the task 
of teaching reading, as manifested in 
their main interests in research out- 
comes, is one of making assessments, 
providing suitable material for this 
age group and of finding out more 
about the ways children develop and 
use their reading skills. According to 
the researchers, teachers largely dis- 
regarded the use of reading “for re- 
creational nnd functional purposes”, 
(although heads of eight pnrticular 
schools understood the benefits of 
surruunding pupils with books,} and 
half of these who were asked to 
estimate the rending proficiency of 
their pupils were ‘Mnconsistcnr’ in 
these estimations. Now, to obtain 
this information, the investigators 


encouraged the teachers to under- 
take the kinds of observation that 
they are best placed to do, because 
teachers arc where the evidence is: 
in the classroom with the children 
and the books. 

It is dear therefore that the most 
consequential effect of the research 
on these teachers might have been to 
make them more introspective about 
their practice, more aware of the 
need to reflect on what they see 
every day. But of the teachers who 
kept daily logs of their activities con- 
nected with reading, one half did not 
alter their strategies or diversify their 
practice, while the other half consi- 
dered that involvement in the project 
had only marginally affected them. 
A number dia become more aware 
of the incidence of reading and writ- 
ing in the curriculum. It seems, 
therefore, that reflexive speculation 
by teachers aboat the relationship of 
teaching and learning is still in its 
early stages, and this kind of col- 
laborative research is just beginning, 
six years after the report of the Bul- 
lock Committee. 

Thus the most innovative aspect of 
the report, the generous and full 
acknowledgement of the important 
part played by the teachers who 
h cooperated by so willingly exposing 
their current practices, ideas and 
problems” has had too little atten- 
tion. The researchers say that 
teachers are keen to join in research 
projects where, as in this one, their 
insights and skills are appreciated as 
part of the operation. But clearly, 
the habit of waiting to be told what 
to do by the expert is as difficult for 
teachers to break (even if they disre- 
gard what they are told) as that of 
the child who joins the queue, wait- 
ing to be given the spelling he needs. 
Tne plain implication of this sensitive 
document is that teachers must now 
realize they are more important in 
classroom research than they have 
hither been led to believe. A new 
partnership is now open to us, but to 
be involved Is to assume responsibil- 
ity for the evidence, to collaborate 
fully in the theoreticnl and practical 
interpretation of it, and to risk 
change.

One effect of this study is to shift 
the emphasis to Bloomsbury’s 
achievements in the visual arts, a 
surprise to those of us who come up 
to it on the Woolf line.

Snide, neat 
and remorseless, it is never intem- 
perately unfair and is a source of 
information as well as an abattoir of 
reputations. Northcllffe was a brute, 
a oully and banal with it, and hiS' 
way, inter alia with The Times, was 
not nice. Balfour was a consummate 
trimmer who hastened to nail his 
colours to ihe fence, a nebulous ansr 
to to whom decisions were,, as it 
were, infra dig. Emmeline was a 
muddle-headed, highly conservative 
fanatical exhibitionist. BP was ai 
Boy in Excel$is.

Dr James Topping was the last prin- 
cipal of Acton Technical College, the 
first and only principal of Brunei 


College of Advanced Technology, 
and the first vice-chancellor of 
Brunei University from 1966 to his 
retirement in 1971. He has written n 
solid and well -documented account 
of his stewardship, all of which adds 
up to a sturdy volume of university 
history. It would be an exaggeration 
to describe it a>s gripping stuff. It is 
written in what passes for committee 
prose and. contnins many extracts 
from official documents, also 
couched in less than seductive ton- 
gauge. But the book has all the 
merits of its failings, also. It captures 
and records (he detailed history of 
the origins and early growth of a 
new university, including a wealth of 
material which would otherwise soon 
have passed beyond recall. 

Not least of its virtues is to be 
found in the introductory chapters 
which trace the development of tech- 
nical education nnd higher technical 
education during the first SO years of 
this century. It is a tale which has 
been told before, but anyone who 
wnnts a succincr guide to the recur- 
ring confusions of official thought on 
education in the applied urts and 
sciences leading up to the Percy Re- 
port of 1945, the various abortive 
attempts to create a Royal College 
of Technologists and the dreams of 
British versions of MIT and Delft, 
need look no farther than this. 

Without an understanding of this 
background and the profound 
ambivalences which it betokens, it 
would be difficult to make sense of 


the Brunei idea of a technological 
university and its continuing, ana re- 
latively successful, attempt to rctuin 
this identity. II was Lord Eustace 
Percy who added n note of reserva- 
tion to his own report which in- 
cluded among others, the sentence: 
“A Government can have only one 
university policy at a lime". It would 
be difficult to think of n more naive 
statement from a wiser man. 

Dr Topping is copious with his 
information about the transition pro- 
cess but, not surprisingly, discreet 


about the really difficult problems 
which followed from the change of 
status and change of gear. 

It has been trie experience of all 
the ex-CATs that some of the staff 
carried over from old technical 
college days failed to measure up to 
the new university expectations, 
with lasting consequences in some 
departments. 

Perhaps the best monument to Dr 
Topping's work is the fact that, 15 
years on, Brunei remains committed 
to the sandwich principle for laTge 
numbers of students and has made 
great effort to continue to find work 
placements for students, notwith- 
standing the recession. 

Now Bumel, with the other 
ex-CATs, bears the brunt of the 
cuts distributed by the University 
Grants Committee which (at any rate 
in the UGC's eyesl reflect weaknes- 
ses which are derived from their pre- 
history ns colleges of further educa- 
tion. and is forced to look for new i 
partners in adversity in the shape of 
the staff and students of Royal 
Holloway College. Perhaps the next 
historian of Brunei will have another 
transition to recount, with all its 
trauma, open nnd concealed.

Working with Structuralism: 

Essays and Reviews on Nineteenth* 
and Twentieth-Century Literature. 
By David Lodge.

Structuralism with its highly abstract 
theorizing nnd specialized jargon re- 
mains to all but the chosen few a 
tightly closed book. Yet in literary 
criticism its methodology dominates 
' research in (he universities, and its 
adherents will never go back to less 
precise techniques. But teaching in- 
side the universities continues on the 
same traditional lines prevailing in 
extramural classes, ordinarily review- 
ing, and literary journalism. This 
widening gap between theory and 
practice so disquieted Professor 
Lodge that in March 1980 he wrote 
in the Observer why he felt Structur- 
alist techniques must be made more 
widely known: 

"The intellectual and artistic life of 
a society requires a constant re- 
freshment by new ideas, which are 
formulated by the intellectual 
avant-garde, and then permeate ■ 
down through educated society by 
means of a the media;” 
and he castigated the medin for the 
almost total abrogation of its respon- 
sibilities towards Structuralism. 

This collection, then, of 20 essays, 
reviews, and lectures is his own 
attempt to help remedy this by talk- 
ing, without becoming incompre- 
hensible, about (he literary theory 
and critical application of Structural- 
ism - this mainly in the first five 
pieces to which our attention will be 


confined. Of the remainder - on 
Hardy, Waugh, Fiction and the 
Reading Public, and Contemporary 
Culture, most show the influence of 
the new methods, though some only 
minimally; but he confesses that 
working with Structuralism often 
means working alongside it, using its 
tenets where useful, but refusing to 
be dominnted by it. This makes for 
an admirably honest, balanced and 
scholarly exposition. 

Classical Structuralism, says Pro- 
fessor Lodge in his Preface, 

"is concerned with the analysis Rnd 
understanding of culture as a sys- 
tem of signs, of which language is 
usually taken as the ideal model 
for explanatory purposes . . . (It) 
aims to do for literature . . . what 
grammar does for language: ex- 


plain what are the rales and con- 
straints ... by virtue of which 
meaning is generated and com- 
municated. It is essentially formal- 
ist. and aspires to the status of 
science.” 

From the ideological aberrations 
of the Posistructuralists and their 
“mystification and intimidntion of 
the reader”, he completely dissoci- 
ates himself. 

Two illuminating Structuralist 
analyses follow: of Hemingway's Cat 
in the Rain and of one of ins own 
stories (“of acknowledged trivial- 
ity")- both texts being included. But 
his attempt to use similar techniques 
for evaluate ry purposes in How good 
is 'Hard Times’? is less successful, 
confirming what he wrote earlier 
that Structuralism works best where 
literary quality can be taken for 
granted, or is irrelevant. But that 


i surely leaves vast ureas where it is 
: less than adequate? 

These practical expositions are 
preceded ny his brilHunt inaugural 
lecture on “Modernism, Antimod- 
ernism and poslmoderism", showing 
Structuralism's formalist affinities 
with the first, and are followed by 
the self-explanatory, “Hisloridsm 
and Literary History: Mapping the 
Modern Period.” 

How far then is Professor Lodge's 
advocacy of u wider - though never 
exclusive - application of Structural- 
ist techniques convincing? The 
attractions of a Structuralist ap- 
proach to literary criticism, bring- 
ing scientific methodology to hear 
upon it, are undeniable; but the 
areas where it is most effective prove 
peripheral. At the heart of literary 
criticism lies the need to interpret 
and, above all, evaluate a text in 
literary terms; and it is here that 
Structuralism appears to have least 
to offer. And the price it demands is 
high: the assimilation of a formidable, 
abstract vocabulary which it is very 
hard to heiieve will ever find wide 
acceptance among ordinary educated 
readers; a vocabulary that compels 
Professor Lodge, despite nil his 
efforts to avoid incomprehensibility, 
to employ, within 10 pages, words 
like “narratology", taxonomy”, 
“proniretic”, ‘'actants” and “imlexic- 
nl". or sentences such as “What the 
New Critics called ‘spatial form’ whs 
precisely a pattern of paradigmatic 
equivalences concealed in (he 
narrative syntagm." I like that “pre- 
cisely ”!

In the first sentence of their Preface, 
Brown nnd Miller sny they need to 
explain why they have decided to 
write their book on syntax, “when 
there are mnny such hooks on the 
market. " The fact that Hutchinson's 
has itself produced two in the same 
year gives pertinence to the point.

blind men of Hindustan: English 
sentence structure is described to a 
large extent from quite different 
viewpoints, and with different termi- 
nologies. Undoubtedly, this is intel- 
lectually beneficial to a student; hut 
it is more likely that he nr she will 
read only one of the hooks, and so 


absorb but a single perspective. It

Seeking sanctuary 


Sanctuary: The Original Text. By 
William Faulkner. Edited by Noel 
Polk.

Sanctuary has always seemed to ex- 
emplify the old aaage that n great- 
writer cannot write badly. “Basely 
conceived to make money" on 
Faulkner’s own account, it was "the 
most horrific talc I could imnginc” 
dashed off in three weeks in 1929. 
Yet “Sanctuary” is as strong a cauter- 
nation of evil on "the old and tragic 
flank of the world”, ps Faulkner ever 
wrote, perhaps. It concedes, nothing 
to popular taste. 

In unearthing the typescript of 
“Sanctury" Professor Polk has shown 
that the “Sanctuary" which was 
accepted for publication in 1929 and 
Jhe "Sanctuary" which was published 
in 1931 are hardly the same hook. 
Perhaps this is not surprising: bet- 
ween the writing of one and the 
publication of the other Faulkner mar- 
ried, worked as-_a coal heaver, and 
wrote As l Lay Dying and The 
Sound and the Fury. When he came 
to read the galleys of the ur- 
Sanctuary he almost totally re- 
wrote it "m order not to shame* The 
Sound and the Fury. 

That re-written version is far su- 


perior. Though Faulkner was hoing 
uislngenous to claim he had written 
the u^“Snnct fatty*’ in three weeks 
when the typescript gives Junuarv- 
Mnv 1929 as the lime, he whs not 
misleading. The ur- “Sanctuary" is h 
hastily written, hastily conceived 
liook. Through involuted floods of 
dark prose images rise and fall; the 
narrative is divided between flashback 
and stream-of- consciousness musing; 
the horrifying impact of the story is 
blurred in the self-indulgence of the 
narrator, [t is as if we arc seeing 
"Sanctuary" raw, as it first wove itself 
through Faulkner's mind, not yet sepa- 
rated out from the matrices which 
generated it. 

This raw quality is curious, but it 
is not particularly strong on literary 
merit. E/i-"Sanciuary" is too. diffuse. 
All the characters, except Horace 
Benbow, are much thinner, the eloqu- 
ence of the plot is dimmed and instead 
of the inherent drama of murder, rape, 
abduction, trial and lynching, Faulkner 
focuses on the spurious drama of 
Horace's agonized incompetence be- 
fore these events. 

It is tempting to accept Professor 
Polks theory that when Faulkner 
transcended his own narcissistic sex- 
ual problems he was able to disen- 
tangle them from his work. Certain 
it is that Horace's befuddlement with 
the charms of his sister (Narcissa) 


and stepdaughter also befuddle (he 
reader of the nr-‘ , Sanctuary", where- 
as in the later version Horace's 
obsessions drop into perspective be- 
side the deadly lusts of Poneve and 
Temple who nrc given equal mr-play. 
In (he “Snnetuary" of 1931 seximl 
passion is no more than the counter- 
feit bauble of the Lord of Misrule - 
as the rape with the corn cob per- 
fectly symbolizes - but in the ear- 
lier work u sloppier structure mukes 
sexual passion appear the power of 
darkness itself. 

A telling example of the tightening 
structure can be seen in the differing 
treatments of the figure Snopcs. 
Yokanapatawpha County cannot 
run, as it does, on corruption and 
misery without the connivance of 
such men as Snopes. In the ur- 
“Sanctuary" Snopes it half-cmoic, 
almost jovial as he spills the beans of 
Temples incarceration in a “Mem- 
phis whorehouse", which he himself 
finds top pricy. In the later version it 
is never in doubt that the pleasures 
of the flesh are very small fry com- 
pared to the “business". There are 
no loose ends in that logical pattern 
evil. There is no honeysuckle 
which does not “writhe like cold 
smoke" and nothing not dissolved 
“in the embrance o( the season of 
ram and death".

Pierre Daninos appears 
as the author of two portraits of the 
average Frenchman which prove only 
that he has the habit of pinching his 
own jokes. The footnotes are full of 
mistranslations and the extracts are 
followed by some comprehension 
questions and embarrassing, sug- 
gestions for classroom discussion, 
guaranteed to create silence in any 
classroom I have known. Even so, 
many of the passages ore interesting 
and the choice, from medieval farce 
to modern poetry, often imaginative. 
The addition of some common sense 
in presentation would have made this 
a valuable anthology. 

Hurry Guest's translations from 
Hugo nrc a conscientious attempt to 
achieve the impossible. At Limes, for 
example in the lyric "Viens! - une 
fiflte invisible. . . and even in the 
splendid final stanzas of "Booz.en- 
aormi", he does catch an echo of 
on the whole the 
conventions of modem English poet- 
ry are incompatible with Hugo’s rhe- 
toric and Guest’s refusal in most of 
his versions to use rhyme makes it 
inevitable that much of the reso- 
nance of the original is lost.

Everyman's Book of Evergreen 
Verse is an absolute success of an 
absolutely ambiguous kind: Take a 
Radio Fourish, time-for-verse-ish 
attitude and anthologize the popular 
standbys of English poetry. For this 
exercise David Herbert seems to 
have an impeccable sense of what is 
requisite.

Many poems have a genuine utility 
principle and no poetry, some have a 
dubious utility principle and no poet- 
ry. some have genuine poetic preten- 
sions, some are caught napping in 
that half-way house between in- 
formation ana poetry that the eight- 
eenth century was particularly prone 
to. ("The stable yields a stercora- 
cious heap." Cowper: "How to Grow 
Cucumbers"). Tne categories of 
advice are neat and wide-ranging, 
the chronological range (from 
Hesiod on) more than impressive, 
the editor unbounded in zest and 
assiduity, but the governing idea is 
awkward and perhaps Philistine.

Fellow Moriah, a good title, is a 
selection in aid of the world wildlife 
fund, and has an interesting intro- 
duction by its editor, Roy Fuller.

Only the result is not really veiy 
compelling. One can hardly draw the 
conclusion that when poets and 
animals meet, very little happens,

Few potential oils that could actually 
benefit education. Social pressures 
have recently brought muiitcultural 
education into focus, and facilities 
for providing teachers with informa- 
tion have therefore grown. These 
could offer a possible model of sup- 
port for other areas in which 
teachers are making changes. 

Whether or not one agrees with all 
its conclusions, there is no doubt 
that the Interim Report of the Ramp- 
ton (Swann) Committee of Enquiry 
into the Achievement of Ethnic 
Minority children has stimulated a 
good deal of discussion and thought. 
Its recommendations must be taken 
into iiccount, along with those in this 
year's Schools Council publication: 
Multicultural education: the ivav for- 
ward. The Home Affairs Committee, 
in their fifth report: Racial disadvan- 
tage (HMSO, July 1«MI) extends Ihe 
admonition in the DES’s School cur- 
riculum (March, 1981) that '‘our 
society has become multicultural'" 
with straightforward and constructive 
advice in very clear terms. 

Exhortation and advice is impor- 
tant as. 'the first step. How to net 
upon it is another matter, and here 
three. clear strategies are emerging. 
Recommendations such as those of 
Hampton and WiJIey are backed up 
by pressure on appropriate bodies 
such as the DES. Schools Council 
examinations boards and l.e.a.s. A 
review of initial and in-service 
teacher (raining is supported by re- 
search from the NFER, the CED. 
ICME and ihe University of KeeJc, 
where John Eggleston's team has in- 
vestigated Inservice Teacher Educa- 
tion in a Multiracial Societv (report 
£20. summary £l) and Identified - 
reasons for poor demand. The pro- 
ject also makes important rccom- < 
mendations for improving the fi 
courses offered and their follow-up, c 
for .improving regional distribution, « 
and for increasing demand among 5 
educators. A reassessment of primed t 
resources currently used by teachers c 
is planned. This would assess their a 
relevance and seek out or create new <■ 
materials.

■nffimffiS EDUCATIONAL SUPPLER

Billions have been spent on educa- 
tion since the war, much of it with 
the deliberate purpose of trying to 
reduce both educational and social 
inequalities. But these inequalities 
seem extremely stubborn. Official 
policies designed to increase equality 
of opportunity have frequently had 
little corresponding effect on equality 
of outcome. The working class, 
blacks, women, all continue to do 
less well academically than they 
should do. Why? 

Every Tuesday night up to Christ- 
mas a series of five 45 minute prog- 
rammes, A Question of Equality, will 
give an educational pundit the 
chance to give a personal answer and 
suggest some remedies. And on the 
whole they are worth listening to. 

In the first programme Eric Mid- 
winter presents a generally convinc- 
ing picture of the remarkable tie-up 
between children's social back- 
grounds and their chances of jump- 
ing various educational hurdles - in 
particular university entrance. It is 
well known that the expansion of 
higher education produced no in- 
crease in the proportion of working 
class children going into it. 

In a case study of a middle class 
area, Bromley, and a working class 
one, Sandwell, Midwinter points out 
that the latter has better pupil: 
teacher ratios but gets far fewer 
pupils Into university. All you need 
do is look nt the parents, he sug- 

S ests. In Bromley 13 per cent of 
\em went to university, and 14 per 
cent of 18 year olds are starting 
degree courses. In Sandwell only 3 
per cent of parents are graduates, 


and 3 per cent of present young 
people are oil degree courses. 

If the working classes are not 
naturally thicker (and some quick 
assertions from experts dispose of 
this idea), and working class parents 
not less interested in their children’s 
education (and a categorical denial is 
enough for this), then, snys Midwin- 
ter, the answer must lie in the child's 
immediate environment. The camera 
switches to a middle class home, 
straight out of Posy Simmonds, with 
plenty of books, bright colours, copy 
of 7ne Guardian , and a children s 
desk in the centre of the kitchen. 
This is the ideal. Live like this and 
your child too can go to university 
was the clear message. 

In the rather messy studio discus- 
sion that follows Lord Vaizey and 
Stuart Maclure, editor of the TES 
fire a few telling shots at the Mid- 
winter thesis, but the audience is left 
considerably confused about what 
should be done - if anytliing. 

Eric Midwinter’s heretical proposal 
that we should spend less money on 
schools, and books, and more on en- 
couraging working class parents to 
take an interest in their children’s 
education, is not surprisingly chal- 
lenged. Both Maclure and Vaizey 
repeat the new orthodoxy - educa- 
tion does make a difference, only it 
tnkes a tong time, and no one in the 
know ever expected it to transform 
the world overnight. 

It is all very well to identify the 
advantages of the middle class home 
but must all parents be forced to 
read The Guardian ? 

The second programme gives the 
principal architect of the current 
Labour policy on the public schools. 
Professor Tessa Black stone, the 
chance to put her case, with some 
stock scenes of boys in boaters, and 


croquet, and to do battle with the 
two most experienced of public 
school PR men, Dr John Rac of 
Westminster, and Michael McCrum, 
formerly of Eton. 

An old hand like John Roe 
learned long ago that he streng- 
thened his case by conceding some 
truth to the unavoidable criticism 
that the public schools arc socially 
divisive. But in tills programme he 
argues that this disadvantage is 
small, and that the complete aboli- 
tion of the schools would make little 
real difference to equality. It was a 
cheap Rnd silly short-cut to n utopia 
that probably does not exist - a 
classless society. 

Tessa Blackstone should learn this 
debating tactic. While it is unques- 
tionably true that these schools do 
institutionalize divisiveness, and ■ 
value conformity and (he status quo, | 
the claim that they give special ac- 
cess to places of power is rapidly 
becoming invalid. To state the school 
background of the present Cabinet 
only tells us about the 193Qs. It fails 
to admit the social revolution (hat 
has taken place and which Michael 
McCrum briefly mentions. 

Ultimately the case for abolishing 
the public schools depends not on 
arguments about subsidies versus 
savings, or the deterrent effect of the 
Oxbridge entry exam, but on a sim- 
ple value judgement. Is the goat of 
equality brought sufficiently nearer 
to justify removing the freedom of 
parents to pay for private education? 
Tessa Blackstone, who rather alar- 
mingly implies that this freedom is of 
little worth because it enn only be 
invoked by n minority, believes that 
it is. The public school heads, for 
whom social equality is clenrly not a 
high priority, ao not. 

In fallowing weeks the series looks 
at the poor performance of West 
Indian children, the unequal position 
of girls in school, and finally at the 
undue prestige given university 
education at the expense of further 
education.

For after all, 
those books are most satisfying, for 
child or adult, which we do not fully 
understand. “Oh dear! I can't under- 
stand that," says Princess Irene in 
MacDonald’s 77/e Princess and the 
GoMn; “I dare say not. I didn't 
expect you would. But that's no 
reason why I shouldn't say it," her 
peat-great-grandmother replies,

The story of Peter Pan is another 
one with a curious and compelling 
flavour. By turns cynical, romantic, 
facetious, deadly serious, realistic, 
surreal, moving, mawkish, both book 
and play still exert a strong pull. 
Their potency has nothing to do with 
suitability or acceptability (Wendy’s 
housewifery may have lost its 
appeal); it derives from their abso- 
lute honesty. Peter Pan illustrated by 
Trina Schart Hyman (Hodder and 
Stoughton £7.95) is a new edition of 
the novel Peter and Wendy, not the 
play Peter Pan. To change the title 
seems to me a mistake, confusing the 
two works and destroying the titular 


symmetry with another Barrie work, 
Tommy and Gruel : a small loss, 
perhaps, but a significant and 
damaging one. 

What we have in Peter Pan is the 
inward truth of Barrie’s emotional 
life. It is a map of his mind; as 
Grizel saw of Tommy’s “wandering 
child" story, “in a subtle way this 
book was nis autobiography". It is 
Barrie's most optimistic treatment of 
iiis great tragic theme: that the only 
true preserver of youth is death. 
Barrie’s characters are haunted 
either by lost youth or unattainable 
maturity. 

Despite its drawing-room whimsy, 
despite Tinker Bell and the fairy 
dust, Peter Pan is not sentimental: its 
last word is "heartless". Behind all 
the fun of the plot and the jokes of 
the text, Peter Pan is a bitter book, 
poignant with self-knowledge. It is 
Barrie's own emotional retardation 
which is expressed in Peter, as in 
Tommy. And though Peter says he 
does not want to grow up, a stage

Trina Schart Hyman's fey, Rack- 
hamlsh illustrations catch a world 
where a baby’s first laugh becomes a 
fairy, but not one where every time 
a child breatheB - and Peter breathes 
"vindictively'' as fast as he can - an 
adult dies.

Fairy Toles (Puffin 95p), though it 
includes only twelve tales, captures 
his creative intensity, in warm, fluid, 
conversational prose which begs to 
be read aloud. These are fine trans- 
lations, of uu author who has eluded 
many a translator's grasp. 

Illustrating Andersen, like illus- 
trating Barrie, is less easy than it 
looks. Philip Gough's pictures in the 
Puffin edition are simple black-and- 
white decorations, attractive but dis- 
pensable. Michael Hague’s full- 
colour extravaganzas are, as the title 
suggests, the point of Michael 
Hague's Favourite Hans Christian 
Andersen Fairy Tales (Methuen 
£6.95). I find them sentimental and 
crowded, and am irritated by their 
false medievalism. A good deal of 
care and thought has gone into 
them, though, and into the texts too. 
Hague misses Andersen’s “tone" by 
overstatement; Josef Pa leak’s roman- 
tic quasi-Chagall illustrations to M. 
R. James’s translation of The Little 
Mermaid (Faber £4.95) err in the 
opposite direction. Wishy-washy is 
tne word.

Most of aU the pictures play 
with the concept of bars: a cWr 
back, striped pyjamas, bedheads, a 
ticking-covered pillow, floorboards, 
the barred door through which we 
last see the stepmother, Hansel’s 
cage, Gretel’s striped dress; last of 
all, as terror transmutes Intojoy, the 
rainbow which arches over Grclel as 
she rides home on the duck’s back. 
The house to which she returns Is 
freed from the shadow of the four 
looming bars which dominate the 
eariier pictures. These are strong, 
clear, clean pictures; their cohfirence 
stents from on unusual sensitivity to 
the emotional resonance of the tale. 

Aesop’s fables tested my patience 
as a child, and still do. The subservi- 
ence of narrative to moral is as un- 
satisfactory in a fable as anywhere 
■else. The real value of '‘teaching" 
tales lies in the extent to which they 


has lived among the Indiuns, retells 
nine of their legends in Reran the 
Trickster. 

In the legends Raven is a mytholo- 
gical hero, wise nnd powerful, wlui 
usually arrears in the guise of a mis- 
chievous bird, though occusioimlly he 
shows himself in human form. In one 
legend, dressed us u deer, Kuven 
outwiix ihe Owl, steals his fire and 
gives it tu the Humans. In another . 
Raven falls in love with the beautiful 
daughter of n Canada Goose family, 
follows her over the Clapping Moun- 
tains but cannot endure the long 
flight to l ho land of the sun and 
returns, exhausted, to the land of the 
snow. Douglas Hill’s introduction 
gives Ihe background of the legends, 
showing how the tribal customs, his- 
tory, religious beliefs and rules of 
behaviour of. the natives of the tun- 
dras nnd forests are always subtly 
brought into each legend. Joanna 
Troughton Illustrates them vividly, 
though I wish the picture of Axsuq, 
the witch’s son who Introduced pain 
and evil into the world, had been in 
colour to show the marvellous totem 
markings in all their glory. 

The 12 stories retold by Margaret

Aesop’s morals destroy that. And his 
perfunctory attention to the art of 
narrative wastes the tales’ contic 
potential.

Nonsense not nauseous

No one was ever meant to read nine 
collections of largely comic verse at a 
go, and I had some bad moments 
when doing it. “When poetry grins, 
it doesn’t half grin," reads one crab- 
bed note. There are these Austra- 
lians, shouting gaily about dandruff: 
and all those echoes of Harry Gra- 
ham, insistent ruthlessness, and swol- 
len derivatives of Belloc. They ail 
laugh on the highest possible note, 
anal see little mouths tightening and 
little senses of humour refusing to 
respond. Then I'm out again in the 
sunshine - perhaps with the excellent 
David McCord: “Mr Bidery's Spid- 
ery Garden": “With cabbages so 
otfoury, / Snapdragons so expfodery 
/ At twilight all is toadery” or Spike 
Milligan, who is some marvellous 
sense has never left the playground 
or ceased to chalk on walls: “Drake 
is going West, lads, / So Tom is 
going East; / But tiny Fred / Just ties 
in bed, / The lazy little beast." 

For the youngest audience, and 
quite the most beautifully printed of 
these books (I wish the typeface 
was named), Stir-About (Julia Macrae 
Books, £2.75) is compiled by Nancy 
Chambers from rhymes and songs 
from anonymous sources (including 
that grand benediction that contains 
the lines: “Bless the wing and bless 
the fin, / Bless the air 1 travel in"); 
together with a poem or two by the 


compiler herself, good enough to be- 
long there, as arc the delicately 
strang line drawings by Carolyn Bulf. 
Doug Millibrand wrote The Mis- 


haps of Mlllicent Mary (Pepper 
Press, £3.75) which does, I must say, 
have about it a touch of Belloc 
turned garrulous. But l was won to 
accident-prone Mlllicent, as I believe 
children may be: f think my conver- 
sion was completed by a line that 
described her (in the middle of a 
complex social tragedy) ns going 
“into a handspring that just wasn't 
on . . Louise Voce illustrates suit- 
ably iu that style in which faces are 
expressive potatoes almost bisected 
by long thin mouths. 

What I like about Michael Rosen 
. is that he’s comic and boisterous and 
a poet of confusions, as I guess any 
clmdren’s poet has to be: but he 
doesn’t set out to keep things ever- 
lastingly hectic, as some of his col- 
leagues do. You can have him in 
hardback, new poems mixed with old 
(You can't catch mel, Andre 
Deutsch, £ 4 .95), or in paperback' 
(Wouldn't you like to know, Puffin, 


90p), and in both cases you have 
Quentin Blake's drawings thrown in 
- which is the last thing (hey are, 
being the perfect equivalents of Mr 
Rosen’s thoughtful casualness. 
Here’s a poet who has a gift of 
brevity, as in: 

Your brother Danny’s got a gol- 
den nose 

and fish swim out of his eyes. 
Your brother Dnnny’s got legs like 
rhubarb 

and ears like apple pies - 
which certainly needs its illustration 
- gir! ecstatic, leg uplifted, girl glum, 
lollipop unflounshed - but puts 
admiration and the reverse of it into 
the neatest of nutshells. But he's also 
a poet with a rambling gift, who 
shows, in some of his best verse, 
how far from being ordinary are the 
most ordinary of events. 

More Stuff and Nonsense, com- 
piled by Michael Dugan (Collins, 
£3.95), is from Australia, and rum- 
bustious. Harry Graham is one of 
the exemplars here: as in the compil- 
er’s poem that begins 
When Billy set his aunt on fire 
He squealed with great delight 
‘Look how Auntie’s burning. Dud, 
It makes the room so bright.' 
which is the dampest echo of the 
original, to whom even the hero’s 
name is owed. There’s imitation 
Lewis Carroll (“He took his trusty 
sumble whack”), and a great deal ab- 
out gluttony and hairiness: what a 
poem makes ugly, Roland Harvey’s 
illustrations sometimes make uglier. 


But there are quieter, amusing 
poems here, caught up in the general 
bluster. I have to say that at ten or 
11 I’d almost certainly have deliglit- 


won't leave laughter alone. 

A royalty on eRch copy of Tom 
Baker's book goes to MENCAP, the 
National Society for Mentally hand- 
icapped Children and Adults: and 
the illustrations are by children from 
special schools. As it happens, these 
are among the best illustrations in all 
nine books: and in saying so I'm not 
moved by sentimental indulgence. 
Look at the lion that accompanies 
Roald Dahl's tribute to that beast, 
and name me a depiction more 
leonine. There’s Harry Graham 
again (“Uncle, whose inventive 
brains / Kept evolving aeroplanes, / 
Fell from an enormous height / On 
my garden lawn, last night”), graced 
with an uncle falling with pure per- 
pendicularity, in blackest ink, that 
reads the poem perfectly: it’s about 
nothing less than falling fatally on 
the very crown of the head. Mr 
Baker has chosen well, and need not 
have coughed awkwardly, as he 
does, by way of introduction. Of 
course laughter is poetic. 

Who are the Mewlips? Due: they 
dwelt in shadows dark and wet as 
ink. Answer: they are the heroes of 
a poem by Tolkien, one of the less 
familiar in David Woofer’s The 
-Magic Tree: poems of fantasy and 
mystery (Oxford, £4.95) that interes- 
tingly balances the well-known (“The 
Listeners", “The splendour falls 
. . .") with the less- or never- 
anihologised. This collection is not 
so adventurous, though, or so well 
prjnted - and I guess for poetty the
